RUSSIA'S IMPORTS OF COTTON 


Mr. R. J. Barrett, editor of the “Financier,” 
who is contribating a series of articles on 
Russian prospects, quotes some interesting 
statistics of cotton imports into that country. 

The total ameunt. in. roubles.of -raw cotton 
imported into Russia in 1905 was nearly 67 
millions, jn 1906 71 millions. Of these totals 
the United States in 1905 supplied 25) mil- 
lions, and in 1906 27} millions ; Egypt, 89 
millions and t2 millions for the two respective 
periods. The balance was divided between 
Great Britain, the East Indies and Brazil. For 
the first four months of the present year the 
total of raw cotton imported amounted to 29} 
million roubles, an increase of 2 millions as 
compared with the same period of 1906. Of 
this amount the United States sent 14} mil 
lions for the former period, oran increase of 2 
millions over the latter. Egypt's figures are 44 
and 6} millions respectively, the balance being 
divided among Great Britain, the Rast Indies 
and Brazil.

On the other hand there 
will be a tendency to keep more going in the 
official world of Cairo during the sommer 
months, as it is. generally recognised that the 
officialdom of the Capital has been suffered 
to relapse into a far too complete state of 
somnolence during the summer. 


CAIRO AUTOMOBILE CLUB. 


OPENING UP OP ROADS. 


The Automobile Club of Cairo is doing ca- 
pital work in the way of opening ap the roads 
to outlying districts to motor traffic, and 
motorists will be pleased to learn that the one 
obstacle which has hitherto existed on the 
road to Bedrasheen will in all probability be 
removed this winter, when a bridge is to-be 
built at the point where the road crosses the 
railway. The club has had this matter in hand 
for some time, but it was diffieult to seeure the 
services of a contractor who would do the 
work fora figure that was within the resbutces 
of the club to meet.

DECLINE OF KAMEL.

But his autocratic methods and amazing egoiam 
bave alienated a large nnmber of his former 
su and many consider that his attacks 
on the Bnglish and Buropeans: in general are 
far too venomous, The Moderate Nationalist 
Party, represented by “Al Moayad”, of Sheikh 

tee and “Al Minbar”, of Hafiz Effendi 
have of late gained greatly in the 
popular favour and Kamel is now looked upon 
only as merely the chief of one ont of many 
hostile groups, who detest one ariother more 
than they dislike the Oconpation. The appear- 
ance of the new “Party of the People” was 
also a bitter surprise for Kamel and he had no 
idea how much ground he had lost in Egypt 
during his long stay in Europe until he 
returned a few days ago. He thought that 
he was coming back to Egypt as the recog- 
nised and sathoritative apostle of Nation- 
alism, but on his arrival in Cairo he experienced 
a rude awakening. The rapture with Mr. 
Robertson, M.P., and the recent unfortunate 
proceedings which led to the departure of Mr. 
Rady, the Editor of the “Egyptian Standard,” 
from the staff of Kamel’s English newspaper, 
have also had a considerable effect on public 
opinion. ‘lhe Pasha’s influence in Alexandria is 
said to have greatly decreased of late and his 
ne , “Al Lewa,” no longer holds the 
place it did. Another bitter mortification for 
Kamel was the contemptuous silence with 
which his manifesto to Mr. Campbell-Banner- 
man was received in England. After the 
manifestoes of Hafiz Effendi Awad, in the 
name of the Moderate Nationalists, and of 
Mohamed Wahid Bey, in the name of the 
Egyptian Liberal Party, had reached Sir 
Edward Grey, they created some stir in the 
London press, while Kamel’s effusion to the 
Premier passed absolutely unnoticed. This has 
been a great blow to his pride. The Pasha was 
also very vexed at the advent of the Egyptian 
Liberal Party, as the birth of this organisation 
was quite unexpected and he was especially 
annoyed to find how much notice bas been 
taken of Mohamed Bey Wahid's policy in the 
English newspapers. All these wary blows at 
his inflnence have been so sudden and 
unexpected that he has been rather taken 
aback. He is now going to make a big effort 
to recover the lost ground, and for this reason 
be has determined to make a great ~harangue 
at Alexandria in order to induce the leading 
natives to rally round him and leave his rivals 
inthe lurch. The ge: eral opinion, however, in

In an Army Order amending the instructions 
in the King’s Regulations regarding sentences 
by conrts-martial, it is notified that “Detention” 
has been introduced into the scale of military 
punishments in order that soldiers convicted 
of purely military offences should not, as a 
rule, be subject to the stigma attached to im- 
prisonment. The latter punishment onght 
generally to be reserved for men convicted of 
purely military offences, or of grave military 
offences, which, in the opinion of the court 
martial, render their discharge with ignominy 
advisable. Where, therefore, a soldier has for a 
purely military offence been sentenced by a 
court-martial to imprisonment with discharge 
with ignominy, the confirming officer of other 
superior authority is directed, except in very 
special circumstances, to commute the sentence 
to one of detention. It is further laid down 
that when asentence of imprisonment is com- 
muted into one of detention, the term of 
detention, shall in no case exceed the term 
of imprisonment originally awarded. A sen- 
tence of detention, being lower in the scale 
of punishments than imprisonment, cannot 
be commuted into one of imprisonment. 
Another new ruling is that when a general 
officer remita a discharge with ignominy he is, 
at the same time, to commnte the sentence of 
imprisonment to one of detention.

From the very beginning of my study of the 
Koran | have been greatly strack with the love 
and veneration with which the Prophet. of 
Islam always mentions the name of Christ 
Jesus, so mach so that one might say in making 
use of a somewhat colloquial phrase that 
Mohamed had Christ “on the brain.” These 
references to Obrist in the Korat carry more 
than usual weight chiefly for the following two 
reasons :—(1) Bebause they are not merely 
the sayings of the Prophet of Islam, but are 
actual revelations made throagh him by God 
Himself ;and (2) Because they prove beyond 
doabt that the Prophet of Islam was not only 
not the “Anti-Christ” as he has generally 
been supposed to be, but’ some respects a very, 
very orthodox Christian, mach more orthodox, 
in fact, than a good many bishops and other 
ecclesiastical dignitaries of modern Christen- 
dom. 

He quotes passages to show that Mahomed 
called Jeaus “the Word of tod,” “the illustrious 
Messiah,” the “intercessor” in the next world ; 
that he held Christ to have been conceived in 
the womb of the Virgin Mary by a special 
act ot the Divine Wit, or by the Holy Spirit ; 
and that He was born holy or sinless. Mahomed 
accepts the miracles recorded of Him. The 
writer declares that Mahomed’s polemic was 
against carnal notions of the generation of the 
Soa. He maintains, in conclusion, that “the 
logieal and legitimate inference that must 
consequently be drawn from all the passages 
aboat Christ Jesus in the Koran is the Divinity 
of Christ and no other.”

SUDAN IVORY. 


On account of the inconveniences experienc 
ed by those who wish to send such articles as 
ivory and ostrich feathers by mail, representa- 
tions have been made to the Governor of 
Khartoum, suggesting that arrangements 
might be made by the Customs and Post Office 
authorities to facilitate the export of such 
articles. At present all packages containing 
feather or ivory must first be brought over to 
Khartoum North, where taxes are colleeted 
and the packages sealed, and then the sender 
can hand them over to the Post Office for 
despateh. This involves a good deal of delay 
and trouble. The suggestion aims at avoiding 
all this trouble by Having the taxes paid to 
the Postmaster, who will act in such cases for 
the Customs Office. Soch an arrangement 
would be quite practicable, as the taxes to be 
collected on such articles can be easily deter- 
wiped without the help ot experts. There are 
other instances where the Post Office authori- 
ties collect custome dues on behalf of the 
Customs authorities.
